time, but Wong Fung. Chau, the secondprisonor, 


-had only boven there sixes August lst year. 


‘Tho first prisoner way at one time employed as 
cook, but-he seemed to bo without occupation 
in January, and was in habit of taking his 
‘meals with -his friend, the second. prisoner, 
so that. the ‘eoolies ‘and the cook must 
have hod-abundant opportunities -of seoing 
tha first'prisoner. On the Sth Janwry last, 
about the middle of the day, somo conversn- 
tion took place between the deceased man and 
the ‘second prisoner ag to-baying some goods. 
In the evening, somewhere about saven o'clook, 
the people ot the shop had their meals, the. first 
srigoner joining them. Subsequently, at abont 
nine o'clock in the evening, the two_ prisoners 
were seen going towards the Reclamation with 
the deceased man. On arriving there the de- 
ceased man was set upon-and most brutally 
and -craclly hacked with a chopper. He 
was sent to the Hospital and: seen by Dr. 
‘Bell,’ who. had “deposed” that. both wrists were 
nearly cutoff ; thore was a cut-acroas thenape of 
the neck going down nearly to the spins; there 
were threescalp wounds on the left sidy of tho 
head and eight scalp wounds on the loft side 
of the-head ; and there wasn‘eut on the lip and 
anothen on the chin. Dr. Bell said that all 
these cuts and gashes might have been inflicted 
by a, chopper such aa the one producd, and 
which was picked up ‘early the. next morning 
on the spot where the-attack was. made 
covered with’ blood. After being attacked 
the decersel man seemed to have been sblo 
to stagger part way home. _He collapsed 
at the corner of First Street and Station Street. 
He. would be able to “prove that the two pri- 
sonore wereseen walking towards the spot where 
the crime was committal: somewhere about 
nine o'clock in the evening of the 9t1, January; 
thet. shortly afterwards 1 shop-keeper heard 
eries of “ Save life,” aud that immediately after- 
wards he saw tho prisoners come up from the 
Reclamation and go’ up Fourth ‘Street, What 
happened to the two prisoners was this: tho 
first prisoner went to tho house where . he 
slept—No. 108—and having taken off his clothes 
began to wish them; the second prigoner weut, 
home and did the same. Ie tore up ono of his 
Socks up and threw the piecas out of the window. 
They were subsequently found oovered with 
blood. While the second prisoner was changing 
his clothing some fokts from s neighbouring 
shop came rnaning in and mid that Leaig Hin 
had been wounded and was lying in the street. 
Upon this tho cook and one of the fokis ran 
outand brought thoir master in and laid him ons 
couch, His purse had been Wuken away from him, 
doubtless with the view of getting-the key to the 
drawer in the counter where the safe key was
